Other groups on the bishop’s list 
include the Hemlock Society, which 
supports doctor-assisted suicide, and 
secret Masonic organizations such as 
Rainbow Girls, whose teen-age mem- 
bers volunteer in hospitals, perform 
community service and read Scripture 
at their meetings. The Vatican has 
long held the Masons’ secret beliefs 
and oaths to be incompatible with the 
Catholic faith. Catholic scholars said 
Bruskewitz is the only bishop in mod- 
ern times to threaten such blanket 
excommunication. Most excommuni- 
cations are done privately and do not 
address a large group of people. 

“In the Catholic Church, excommu- 
nication is the equivalent to capital 
punishment,” the Rev. Richard 
McBrien, a theology professor at 
Notre Dame University, said 
Tuesday. “It is the ultimate punish- 
ment of a Catholic.” 

Under excomniunication, Catholics 
may attend Mass but are forbidden to 
receive Holy Communion or other 
sacraments, such as marriage in the 
church. The bishop does not plan to 
issue formal notices of excommunica- 
tion to individuals, and he admitted he 
has no way of knowing if someone 
who is excommunicated is heeding 
the ban on receiving the sacraments.

LDS video answers questions 
concerning unwed pregnancy

Unplanned pregnancies, adoption 
and unwed parents are the focus of a 
LDS Church video some BYU bish- 
ops have been showing in a combined 
Sunday school meeting for single stu- 
dents. 

The video discusses what unmarried 
young men and women should do if 
they have an unplanned pregnancy 
and the alternatives they should con- 
sider. The video, “Adoption and 
Unwed Parents,” also provides sever- 
al statements from the First 
Presidency of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

The First Presidency states in the 
video that the most important thing a 
child can have is loving parents. “A 
child needs both a mother and a father 
who provide love, support and all the 
blessings of the gospel. 

“Every effort should be made in 
helping those who conceive out of 
wedlock to establish an eternai family 
relationship.” The first option for 
unwed parents is to marry. If the par- 
ents are unable or unwilling to marry, 
they should consider adoption, 
according to the First Presidency. 

“Unwed parents who do not marry 
should not be counseled to keep the 
infant as a condition of repentance or 
out of an obligation to care for one’s 
own. 

“In many instances, an unwed par- 
ent is not able to provide the stable, 
nurturing environment so essential for 
the baby’s well-being.” 


The First Presidency suggests that 
parents who are unwilling or unable 
to marry should consider giving their 
child up for adoption. They also sug- 
gest that they do so through LDS 
Social Services to insure the baby is 
raised in a Latter-day Saint family 
and receives the blessings of the seal- 
ing covenant. 

Several BYU bishops have opted to 
show the video to the single young 
men and women of their wards. 

“Given the changing times of our 
society, it is important for the people 
of my ward and people in general to 
be aware of the church’s. position;” 
said John Robertson, bishop of the 
BYU 177th Ward. Robertson has 
shown the video to his ward. 

“Not only should people be aware of 
it, but it makes sense and works in 
people’s lives,” he said. 

“Today, more than ever before, 
there is an increase in out-of-wedlock 
births and that is going to have its 
impact on the church and particularly 
the youth of today. As a consequence, 
people need to understand what the 
church’s position is and be aware of 
it,’ Robertson said. 

Phyllis Clyde, an LDS volunteer 
who presents the video to the wards, 
agrees with Robertson. She says that 
bishops want the students to know 
what church policy is in relation to 
pregnancy out of wedlock. 

“In my presentations, I just quote 
the general authorities,” she said. “It 
is a wonderful video. It will give you 
a really clear picture as to what the 
church is trying to accomplish.” 


4-day standoff 
between ‘freemen, 
FBI intensifies; 
2 leaders arrested

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JORDAN, Mont. — “I want to see 
blood!” a customer at the Hell Creek 
Bar in Jordan shouted. “I’ve lived 
with this for two years, and it’s ruin- 
ing my life. I want it over!” 

A companion confided: “He has two 
brothers in there.” 

The four-day standoff with militant 
anti-government freemen outside 
Jordan is as sad and bitter and divi- 
sive as a family feud, because that is 
exactly what it is. The family pain is 
everywhere. 

Nobody knows that better than Cecil 
Weeding. 

“The Clarks (Raiph and Emmett) 
are my brothers-in-law,” Weeding 
said, referring to two freemen leaders 
still in the compound. “My wife is 
their sister.” 

Weeding, a rancher, organized a 
meeting Wednesday at a crossroads 
community hall a few miles from the 
freemen compound. They declared 
their support for the FBI, and called 
for the freemen to surrender. 

Three dozen rough-dressed ranch- 
ers, some of them still wearing muddy 
coveralls smeared with blood from 
their calving barns, delivered a blunt 
message to outside militia groups that 
want to join the standoff: You are not 
wanted or welcome. 

“I’m hopeful that we can meet this 
militia group at a roadblock and tell 
them to go back,” Weeding said. “We 
don’t need the militia here.” aaa 

Rancher K.L. Bliss brought enthusi- 
astic shouts when he added: “We 
want the FBI here. We worked for 
months to. get-them here, and we're 
darned glad they’re here.” 

They also appealed for the barricad= | 
ed men and women to come to their ° 
senses and surrender to the FBI force | 
that has surrounded the enclave since . 
Monday. Speakers said they had little 
hope of that, however. 

The Clarks and perhaps a dozen oth- 
ers — apparently not even the FBI 
knows for sure — have barricaded 
themselves in two foreclosed farm 
compounds in this rural county. They 
are heavily armed. eRe 

Increasingly defiant of all govern-~ 
ment authority, they face federal 
indictments for writing millions of 
dollars in bogus checks and money + 
orders and other offenses. 

When the FBI finally — the word | 
everyone uses — finally moved 
against them on Monday, the oyer- 
whelming reaction here was relief.) 

“Great relief,” Weeding said. 
“Particularly when we found out they 
had caught two of the ringleaders. 
Great relief, that the beginning of the 
end may be at hand,” 

Two leaders, LeRoy Schweitzer, 57, | 
and Daniel Petersen Jr., 53, both from 
outside the area, were arrested and 
jailed, and federal agents called on 
others inside the compound to surren- 
der peaceably.

~, WASHINGTON — Courting a veto by President Clinton, the Republican- 
controlled Congress passed legislation Wednesday night to ban certain late- 
term abortions — except in cases where it is essential to save the mother’s life. 
_ The vote in the House was 286-129; support for the measure crossed party 
‘ines. Senate approval of the measure last year was by a narrower 54-44 vote. 
‘The rarely-used technique, termed “partial birth abortion,’ involves partially 
Paatracting a fetus, legs first, through the birth canal, then collapsing its skull 
‘and suctioning out the skull contents. 
Rep. Tony Beilenson, D-Calif., argued the measure is merely the first step by 
‘anti-abortion forces to overturn the Roe vs. Wade Supreme Court ruling that 
granted women abortion rights. 
But Rep. Enid Greene Waldholtz, R-Utah, called the procedure ‘ ‘medicalized 
ifanticide.” The doctor “partially delivers a live child before killing it,’ she

tabin’s assassin sentenced to life in prison 


EL AVIV, Israel — Even as guards hauled him away to a life behind bars, 
victed assassin Yigal Amir showed no remorse about gunning down Israel’s 
‘prime minister. 

The 25-year-old former law student told the Tel Aviv court in his final state- 
ment Wednesday that Rabin had to be killed because his efforts to make peace 
by giving up land to the Arabs were a calamity for the Jews. 

“Everything I did, I did for God, for the Torah of Israel, the people of Israel 
and the land of Israel,’ Amir said. He dismissed the three-month proceedings 
as a show trial and told Judge Edmond Levy: “May God help you.” 

It was a typical proclamation by the determined young man who shocked the 
world and exposed the deep rifts in Israel by walking up to Rabin, reaching 
between security men and shooting him twice in the back with hollow-point 
bullets on Nov. 4. 

The three-judge panel convicted Amir and ordered the maximum sentence — 
life in prison for murdering Rabin. At his sentencing, Amir pointed upwards, as 
if to suggest that everything was in God’s hands. 


States given say on Indian gambling disputes 


WASHINGTON — In a major victory for states’ rights, the Supreme Court 
ruled Wednesday that Congress cannot force states into federal court to settie 
disputes over gambling on Indian reservations. 

The 5-4 decision, reached over vigorous dissent, has immediate impact for 
about half the states, where Indian gambling is a $6 biilion-a-year industry. 
More importantly, the court signaled a fundamental shift in the balance of pow- 
ers between states and the federal government. 

The court said Congress cannot attempt to resolve stalled negotiations 
between states and tribes over on-reservation gambling by making states and 
their officials targets of federal lawsuits. 

The decision “represents a clear restructuring of the balance of power 
between states and the federal government,” said Bruce Rogow, the law profes- 
sor who represented Florida’s Seminole Indian tribe in the case. 

The nation’s Indian tribes were the nominal losers, but their setback could be 
slight. Federal law still allows them to seek help from the secretary of the inte- 
rior when state officials balk at tribal plans for gambling operations. 


GOP determined to keep government open 


WASHINGTON — Republicans will ship President Clinton stopgap legisla- 
tion to keep the government running if budget differences haven’t been settled 
by week’s end, House Speaker Newt Gingrich said Wednesday. 

The two sides narrowed some disputes as they continued their marathon bat- 
tle over a $160 billion measure financing dozens of agencies for the remaining 
half of fiscal 1996. Though major divisions remained over social spending and 
environmental restrictions, Gingrich, R-Ga., said the GOP would not allow a 
new federal shutdown to begin this weekend. 

“We want to make sure we keep the government open and pass the appropria- 
tions bills, which would be ideal,” or a short-term measure, he told reporters. 
“We don’t want the-government to close under any circumstances.” 

Gingrich’s comments reflected an election-year determination by GOP lead- 

pers.to avoid a repeat of the first two partial shutdowns.

Governors promise schools

PALISADES, N.Y. — As President 
Clinton complained about giving stu- 
dents “free passes” to the next grade, 
the nation’s governors ended a two- 
day education summit Wednesday 
with a pledge to set tough academic 
standards in their states. 

Clinton said students, teachers and 
schools need to be more accountable, 
and the governors promised to set up, 
within the next two years, tests that 
will assess whether students are meet- 
ing higher standards in their states. 

After late-night partisan bickering, 
the governors issued a six-page policy 
statement aimed at rekindling the aca- 
demic standards movement in the 
states — a grass-roots campaign, not 
one coming from Washington.

“We have tried to get longer jean 
shorts, but we can’t find them, said 
Jilynne Field, a sales associate for 
J.C. Penney.

“It is really common for women to 
buy men’s shorts because they are 
longer than they would be if they 
bought women’s shorts,” said Anne 
Scott, a sales associate for The Gap.

If the options to buy shorts over- 
sized or from the men’s department 
do not appeal to women, clothing 
alterations are also a possibility. 

“We often get asked to lengthen 
clothes, but not a whele lot of people 
have asked for short alterations,” said 
Kate Dunster, a tailoring assistant at 
Finish Tailor. 

If a person buys shorts that are 
slightly too short, for an additional 
fee, he or she can take the shorts to a 
tailor for lengthening. 

“You can’t really do anything to 
lengthen jean shorts, but dressy shorts 
can be altered. They usually have a 2- 
inch hem, so we take the hem down to 
make the shorts about 1.5 inches 
longer, then sew a small hem,” 
Dunster said.

pay the tax, Morrell said. 

International students will not be 
subject to the FICA tax at all, Morrell 
said. 

Wayne Hansen, managing director 
of placement and employment, said 
each term (spring or summer) is con- 
sidered separate when defining FICA 
exemption. The number of credit 
hours a student is enrolled in each 
term determines the FICA exemption. 

The departments that employ stu- 
dents should not require spring/sum- 
mer student employees to be full-time 
students in order to work for them. 
Part-time students or those not taking 
classes but who otherwise meet the 
eligibility requirements of the Student 
Employment Policy are eligible to 
work, Morrell said. 

Student employees who will gradu- 
ate in April and have not been accept- 
ed into a BYU graduate program for 
fall are no longer eligible for on-cam- 
pus student employment, Morrell 
said. 

But if a department needs to finish a 
project of significance and the student 
employee is involved, the department 
may keep the student employed as a 
non-student employee for a short 
time. 

If such is the case, all hours the stu- 
dent has worked as both a student and 
a non-student employee will count for 
the 910 maximum hours that a non- 
student can work in a calendar year, 
Morrell said. 

Students who are graduating in 
August may still be considered a stu- 
dent for employment purposes, even 
if they are not taking classes during 
spring or summer. They are eligible to 
be a student employee until they grad- 
uate, Morrell said.

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Mock city proposal would 


assist anti-terrorist efforts 


Acts of terrorism are conducted by the hundreds each year, and the numbers do 
not appear to be dropping, especially in the case of domestic terrorism. State 
Department Coordinator for Counterterrorism, Philip Wilcox, said that “home- 
‘grown terrorism” is on the rise. Likewise, Americans have been the target of 40 
percent of all terrorist attacks in the world since 1990. This increase has spawned 
the development of an anti-terrorism bill in the U.S. SenateWhile many of the bill’s 
recommendations involve giving the government more power, a few offer valid 
suggestions that the Senate should consider and implement. One of these is Utah 
Senator Orrin Hatch’s proposal to build a mock city in Utah’s desert to train gov- 
ernment officials on how to counter germ and chemical arms attacks. 

Hatch, R-Utah, is proposing that a target city, without actual residents, be built for 
mock terrorists tc repeatedly assault. His proposal would become an amendment to 
the anti-terrorism bill that the Senate is now working on. It call: for a study of the 
feasibility in constructing houses, multi-story buildings, a sewage and water system 
and a subway train system in the mock city. This would allow for the simulation of 
attacks in both urban and suburban settings. 

His proposal names Utah’s Dugway Proving Ground as the site of the mock city. 
The Dugway site is the only place in the nation with the environmental permits, 
remoteness and support facilities necessary to build the city and conduct mock 


tests and attacks. 


Two weeks ago, Pentagon officials said that the Dugway Proving Ground is a key 

to a new effort to develop better defenses against chemical and germ weapcns. 
This came just after the U.S. General Accounting Office complained that the mili- 
tary has not adequately trained soldiers to handle germ and chemical attacks. 
-Hatch’s proposed city is the right approach for using the Dugway site more effec- 
tively and for better training soldiers to handle chemical terrorist attacks. __ 
U.S. officials say incidents such as the subway gassing in Japan are no longer for- 
eign to the United States. They cite the Oklahoma City Bombing, which killed 169 
people last April, and the World Trade Center bombing, which killed six and 
injured 1,000 in 1993, as warnings of acts to come. 

Hatch’s proposal would give soldiers a much-needed training experience. The 
city would have operational water and sewage systems, as well as heating and air 
conditioning systems, that would allow for “controllable releases of chemical and 
biological agents from a variety of urban and suburban structures.” Soldiers could 

- conduct mock tests in schools, homes, office buildings and factories. All of these 
tests would better allow task forces of the military, FBI, state and federal emer- 
-gency planning agencies and others to practice techniques of fighting chemical and 


‘germ attack. 


The proposal would take the fight against germ warfare to a higher level. Mock 
attacks on the target city could only improve efficiency in handling emergency sit- 
uations and are certain to save lives if the proposal is passed. The U.S. Senate, 
then, should pass Hatch’s proposal along and make it an important part of this 


‘year’s anti-terrorism bill.

Abortion flier presented misinformation, errort 


Last Friday’s Daily Universe contained a 
rather surprising advertisement. Rather 
than the usuai flyers advertising wedding 
rings and the whatnot, the Universe includ- 
ed a 12-page Pro-Life packet from the 
Human Life Alliance of Minnesota. While 
to some degree it seems logical to argue 
that a paper does not have to espouse the 
views of its advertisements, it also seems 
morally responsible to maintain ethicai 
controls on truthfulness in what we adver- 
tise. 

I don’t criticize Friday’s insert because it 
was Pro-Life. The problem with the insert 
is that it oversimplifies an issue that should 
not be oversimplified. If life is sacred, then 
we should not lie or manipulate in order to 
convince others of our position, whether 
Pro-Choice of Pro-Life. 

I don’t have the space to outline all of the 
logical fallacies or statistical errors in the 
insert, but I include a few. For instance, the 
packet states that Norma McCorvey (Jane 
Roe from Roe v. Wade, the case that result- 
ed in the legalization of abortion in 1973) 
has joined Operation Rescue, a militant 
Pro-Life organization that draws criticism 
from conservatives and liberals alike. 
While it is true that Ms. McCorvey was 
baptized a Christian by the leader of O.R., 
she does not belong to O.R. and still] main- 
tains a limited Pro-Choice stance. 

The insert also uses statistical misinter- 
pretation to argue that if abortion were ille- 
galized “back-alley” deaths would not 
increase.

abortion. In Texas during the late 1980s, 
one in 500 patients suffered “maiming or 
death.” The HLA contends that, therefore, 
women’s deaths from abortions currently 
rate in the high hundreds. However, this 
assumes that most of the one in 500 num- 
ber refers to deaths and not sterilization, 
and that the numbers reported by the CDC 
represent the sum total of illegal abortion 
deaths in 1972 — a ridiculous assertion 
since the social stigma of abortion would 
have kept the majority of accidental deaths 
from ever being reported. 

Perhaps most alarming was the article 
titled “The Abortion Experience for 
Victims of Rape and Incest.” This article is 
based on the fact — and it is certainly a 
fact — that a life conceived in rape is just 
as much a life as any other. Certainly most 
Pro-Choice people would not deny this. 
Rather, they also acknowledge that carry- 
ing a baby conceived in such circumstances 
could endanger the mental health of the 
mother. The HLA downplays this risk by 
citing a study of a mere 37 women who did 
not wish to abort — hardly representative 
of all rape and incest victims; selective 
instances do not constitute logical proof. 
The article also contends that the pain of 
having an abortion lasts far longer than the 
pain of rape. I’m certain that abortion trau- 
ma lasts a long time. That, however, is no 
justification for minimizing the pain of

The new locker room/sports facility on the east end of 

the Smith Fieldhouse is a sight for many sore eyes -— 
especially for George Curtis, BYU’s head athletic trainer. 
_ Curtis was experiencing Christmas all over again as he 
showed the media around the new $3 million facility. This 
is a place where Curtis has been able to add his sugges- 
tions he has gained from years of experience. Taking a 
look around the building, you get the feeling that nothing 
was overlooked. 

The designs in every aspect of this 24,500 square foot 
facility have been drawn with the athlete in mind. Curtis 
has even planned for another 7 foot 6 athlete in the design 
of the exercise pool. 

“The depth of the pool was motivated by Shawn 
Bradley,” Curtis said. “We’ve had a 7 foot 6 inch athlete 
here before — if we ever get another 7 foot 6 inch athlete 
Or someone similar, we'll be able to do a strength condi- 
tioning exercise...without hitting his feet on the bottom.” 

‘The new facility boasts 75 new lockers in the women’s 
locker room, 11 football coaches’ lockers, 136 football 
lockers, and 324 Olympic Sport lockers to cover sports 
from wrestling to volleyball. 

Curtis’ pride and joy comes from the 8,000-square-foot 
Training Complex. The complex includes areas for treat- 
ment, rehabilitation, taping and storage. Also included is a 
conference room, reception area, a doctor’s office, X-ray 
toom and Hydro room to take care of athletes’ needs. 

_ Athletes are the number one priority in the new complex. 
The locker rooms for the football team have been divided 
into the various positions of the athletes, from the offense 
to the defense. Quarterback Steve Sarkisian can turn

around and plan strategies with tight end Chad Lewis if he 
so desires. 

Nothing has been spared in construction. In an effort to 
reduce the opportunities of theft, the locker rooms are 
more open than before, and holes in the laundry lockers 
allow more visibility into the locker areas. 

Curtis said this new facility is a great example of the 
quality of BYU’s Sports Medicine Department. 

“BYU currently has the largest sports medicine program 
and curriculum basis in the nation,’ Curtis said. “In 1989 | 
and 1990 the National Athletic Trainers Association 
declared the BYU program as one of the model programs 
in the nation. So we have a very large program, it’s fairly 
prestigious, and now our facilities are catching up to our — 
reputaticn. That’s been very good because in the early — 
1980s we had a little bit of a different reputation and now 
we ve upgraded.” 

Barbara Dorlaque, BYU women’s equipment manager is 
also happy with the upgrade. 

“This is wonderful for me, just because of what I used to 
have,” Dorlaque said. “They’ve taken my little area which 
was ten feet wide by 28 feet long, and have given me all of | 
this wonderful room (pointing to the new spacious areas _ 
for washers and dryers, lockers, and clothes-drying). 

Curtis’ upgrade took ten years however. He originally 
had blueprinted plans dating back to February of 1986. In 
an interview with then athletic director, Glen Tuckett, 
Curtis explained their 1985, $25,000 expansion was insuf- 
ficient for their needs. So, Tuckett and Clayne Jensen 
asked him to come up with something that would better 
suit their needs. 

Ten years and many ideas later, Curtis has his master- 
piece. 

“Considering our circumstances, we probably couldn’t ask 
for a better situation.”

“You figured right,” the judge said. 

Terrero, who was 19 at the time of 
his arrest, originally faced up to 10 
years in prison, but is expected - by 
virtue of admitting guilt - to be sen- 
tenced to up to | 1/2 years. 

The necklace, a wedding gift from 
the Duchess’ mother-in-law, Queen 
Elizabeth II, and the bracelet were 
valued at $500,000. The former Sarah 
Ferguson had worn the 12-diamond 
necklace to a White House reception 
two days before it was stolen.

3 hijackers seize 
Egyptian jetliner, 
then surrender

CAIRO, Egypt — Three hijackers 
surrendered Wednesday hours after 
forcing an Egypt Air jetliner carrying 
152 people to land in Libya. They 
demanded a meeting with the leaders 
of Libya, Egypt and the United States, 
saying they had “a message from 
God.” 

The Saudi Arabian hijackers left the 
plane and were arrested by Libyan 
military authorities, officials’ at Cairo 
airport said. The passenger followed 
the men off the plane. 

The airliner had landed in Tobruk, a 
Libyan city on the Mediterranean 70 
miles west of Egypt. Cairo airport 
officials said most of the passengers 
were foreigners, including 17 
Japanese, 59 Canadians and an 
unknown number of French. There 
were seven crew members aboard. 

The passengers were expected back 
in Cairo Wednesday night. 

“The hijackers did not ask anything 
of the passengers,” Prime Minister 
Kamal el-Ganzoury told reporters in 
Cairo. “The passengers are OK. They 
were not badly treated.” 

The three hijackers seized the 
Airbus A320 Wednesday after it land- 
ed in the southern Egyptian city of 
Luxor en route from Jiddah, Saudi 
Arabia, to Cairo. Police said one 
hijacker entered the cockpit at 3:55 
p.m. and insisted on going to Libya. 

Cairo airport officials quoted the 
hijacker as saying in Arabic: “Fly me 
to Tobruk because we want to meet 
(Libyan, leader Moammar) Gadhafi.” 
He also promised not to hurt the pas- 
sengers. 

The prime minister said the hijack- 
ers also wanted to present demands to 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak 
and President Clinton. 

“They said ... they had a message 
from God to Gadhafi and Clinton and 
President Mubarak and they wanted 
to lift the closure of the Palestinians,” 
Ganzoury said, referring to Israel’s 
monthlong sealing of the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

Egyptian officials, quoting Libyan 
authorities, identified the hijackers as 
Saudi nationals. 

Egyptian television said the hijack- 
ers also wanted to discuss charges that 
Sudan was involved in the attempt on 
Mubarak’s life last June. They 
claimed to have information on the 
assassination attempt. 

Police said the hijacker making the 
demand was armed but did not identi- 
fy the weapon.

Home-like center to aid eating disorder recovery,

The end of May will bring a new 
facility in Orem where women with 
eating disorders can get treatment. 

The Center for Change Inc. has been 
constructing a facility that will not 
only have doctors’ offices, but a resi- 
dential care center with a home-like 
atmosphere for inpatient therapy. 

Heather Anderson of Orem, who 
was treated at Utah Valley Regional 
Medical Center for an eating disorder, 
felt there needed to be a place where 
women with eating disorders could go 
that was more like a home than a hos- 
pital. 


“T think that when you are put in a 
hospital, especially when you go to a 
psyche unit, (people think) you are 
mentally ill,” 
Anderson 
said. “This is 
going to be a 
place where 
they can go 
Where they 
are not 
labeled psychos. They just have some 
problems they need to work through.” 

When she talked the idea over with 
her husband, Jeff, two years ago, he 
started putting numbers together and 
presented the idea to the doctors at the 
Center for Change who had wanted to 
build such a facility but wei:n’t sure 
how to. 

Since its conception, the Andersons

have worked with the staff at the 
Center for Change to get the facility 
built. Jeff will be building manager 
once the facility is completed. 

Harold R. Frost, Ph.D. and president 
of the Center for Change Inc., said 
inpatient therapy is important because 
patients can get more intense treat- 
ment. 

“If they have a belief system that 
has been intact for 10 years, a couple 
of outpatient sessions is not going to 
help them get rid of their disorder,” 
Frost said. 

The facility will include 16 beds in 
semi-private rooms, a private living 
room, large family room, conference

While women are at the care cer 
they will be actively dispelling th 
disorder through individual and gr¢ 
therapy, family and recreational the [f 
py, and classes on subjects like adc} 
tions, nutrition, self-esteem, fam} 
and marriage.
